REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches an electro-acoustic transducer that comprises a chassis, a rigid 
surface rigidly attached to the chassis, a moving membrane attached flexibly to the chassis and 
positioned to face the rigid surface, and with an air mass between the rigid surface and the 
moving membrane, and a driving device to displace the moving membrane, as constructed in 
claim 9, wherein a distance between the rigid surface and the moving membrane increases in size 
from a center to a periphery, and wherein the displacement of the membrane generates, by 
compression and expansion of the air mass, an acoustic wave, of which the direction of 
propagation is essentially perpendicular to the direction of displacement of the membrane.
